SEOUL UNIVERSITY STUDENTS’ SECRET PAPER CALLS FOR STRUGGLE 
8K241525 Pyongyang KCNA in English 1509 GMT 24 Jun 61 


[Text] Pyongyang Jume 24 (KCNA)--Students of the Seoul University published 
in secrecy the propaganda paper DEMOCRATIC UNITED FRONT No 1 sometime ago 

calling for rising up in a struggle against fascism (word indistinct) democracy, 
according to radio "Voice [of] Revolutionary Party for Reunification." 


Noting that the anti-fascist struggle of the progressive democratic forces was 
surging to a new high in the teeth of the atrocious repression by the 

Chon Tu-hwan clique, it said: We want to disclose truth, because the press 
which should have reported truth remains indifferent to this. 


Laying bare the brutal suppression of the Chonggye clothing workers trade 
union in Seoul by the Chon Tu-hwan clique, the paper said: 


In December last year the workers of the Chonggye clothing workers trade union 
which was forced into disbandment by the retrogessively revised "labour 
relations act" went to the office and claimed their vital right to existence 
only to be thrown down unconscious with tear gas, savagely beaten and arrested 
by the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique and their hirelings. 


Reporting that the anti-fascist struggle of democratic fellow students of the 
Seoul University on March 19 was followed by struggles of over 2,000 students 
of the Songgyungwan University and students of the Chungang and Chonnam 
universities, the paper declared that the anti-fascist struggle would be 
expanded with the participation of a greater number of fellow students in the 
future. 


The paper reported that a memorial service for patriotic citizens of Kwangju 
was held at the Myongdong church on March 31, at which the attendants paid 
their homage to the blood shed in Kwangju and denounced the brutalities of 
Chon Tu-hwan. 


It continued: 


At present the flames of the democratic struggle against fascism ere raging 
furiously on a nationwide scale. Notably the savagely repressed struggle of 
the Chonggye clothing workers occasioned the students and other progressive 
democratic forces to deeply reflect on their own conducts. 

















The atruggle of the Chonggye clothing workers was not fruitless, the united 
front of the progressive democratic forces including students and religious 
circles is growing in strength and the comprador-military and comprador-fascisat 
groupe are landed in a greater isolation. 


We can no longer abandon ourselves to petty bourgeois defeatieam and conciliatory 
actualisn, 


The paper appealed to the democratic fellow students to join the ranks of the 
anti-fasciet struggle for genuine democracy.

N. KOREAN NAVAL OPERATIONS~-Key commander) of ROK naval opera’ions yesterday 
assessed recent naval movements of the North Korean communisis and examined 
atrategic and tactical measures to smash any provocations on sea by the 
Pyongyang regime, In a meeting held in the conference room of the navy head- 
quarters at 10 a.m., major naval commanders of the country discussed matters 
on improving the combat capabilities of naval operations for this year. In 
the meeting presided over by Adm. Yi Un-eu, chief of naval operations, the key 
commanders pledged that together with their naval unit members they would 
become vanguards in the effort for realizing a just and welfare society in the 
country. They also pledged that they would enhance their defense posture to 
crush any possible naval adventures by the communist regime in Pyongyang. 
Pointing out that the nation's development required strong national security, 
Adm. Yi urged the key commanders to make efforts so that navymen and women 
would become model service personnel. The naval operations chief directed 

the participants to give a helping hand to busy farmers suffering from the 
current dry spell by mobilizing manpower and military equipment to the maximum.

RESTRICTIONS ON OVERSEAS STUDIES LIFTED 
Seoul THE KOREA TIMES in English 19 Jun 81 p 8 


[Text] Education Minister Rhee Kyu-ho announced yesterday that various restric- 
tions on going abroad for studies would be lifted as part of the government's 
open-door policy to promote Koreans’ international activities. 


The drastic measure will include the abolition of the qualification test for 
overseas studies, an increase in those qualified to go abroad for studies and 
simplification of procedural steps, Rhee said. 


Rhee said he hoped that the measure would have the effect of expediting the 
cultivation of highly-educated manpower and enhancing the international stand- 
ing of academic research activities. 


According to the new measure, those attending any college including two-year 
vocational and education colleges will be qualified to go abroad for study with- 
out any permission procedures. 


Even high-school graduates who are included within the top 20 percent of total 
students in the order of academic capabilities in their schools will be able to 
go overseas. 


So far, only those who have studied at least two years in college and passed a 
state-run qualification test have been allowed to go abroad for study. 


Under the new regulations to be effective from Aug. 1, the state-run qualifica- 
tion test for overseas studies will be abolished and those aspiring to go 
abroad can start necessary procedures for getting passports when they get admis- 
sion papers from foreign educational institutes. 


Students in all levels of schools except for primary schools will be allowed to 
go abroad for short-term language courses during their vacations. They will 
also be able to make overseas trips to participate in arts and athletic contests. 


At present, only college students can go cverseas for short-term language 
courses during vacations. 


Anyone having special aptitude in music and athletic fields who has finished 
middle school and has won an award in a nationwide contest will be allowed to 
go overseas for study in those fields after simple screening without a language 
test. 























The present system requires such students to be qualified in language tests. 


Among high school students, those having special aptitude in the field of 
natural science and havin, received awards in nationwide technical contests 
will also be able to go abroad for study without language test. 


Those residing overseas with their parents will be allowed to continue their 
studies abroad after their parents returned home with no regard tothe level of 
schools they attend. 


Only college students are permitted to remain overseas for study after their 
parents return home under the current regulations. 


Those attending overseas schools after leaving the nation for purposes of 
other than study will be allowed to get student passports, according to the 
new regulations. 


Those who have not yet finished military duty, hitherto banned from making over- 
seas trips, will be allowed to go overseas for study with the obligation to ful- 
fill their military duty after returning home. 


They can defer military conscription until the age of 24 when they are to 
attend college and until 26 when they are in graduate school, according to 
the new regulations. 


However, if they refuse to fulfill the duty after finishing their courses, 
their protectors and those who guaranteed their finances and good conduct will 
be subject to strong punishment. 


Those selected to go abroad for study at government expense will be classified 
as stand-by force and be exempted from military duty after having six weeks of 
basic military training. 


At present 50 students are selected as beneficiaries of the system each year 
through state-run tests. Only those who have finished military duty have been 
qualified to apply for the test under the current regulations. 


Those who have not finished military duty will not need to get ‘letters of recom- 
mendation from the director of the Office of Military Manpower when they wish 
to go overseas for study. Such recommendations have been required under the 
current system. 


However, the minister made clear that the regulations concerning military duty 
would be effective from Jan. 1 next year.

FISCAL GUIDELINES FOR EMIGRANTS--Seoul, June 11 (YONHAP)--The Korean Government 
has decided to allow Korean emigrants to foreign countries to take out as much 
as 100,000 U.S. dollars for a six-member family, effective June 15, vs. only 
6,000 dollars permitted by the present regulation. In the case of a family 
emigrating, up to 20,000 dollars may automatically be exchanged at the Korea 
exchange bank and an additional 30,000 dollars will be changed for the 

head of the family with the approval of the Bank of Korea, according to 
Finance Ministry officials. An additional 10,000 dollars for each of up to 
five other family members may be exchanged after tax officials check the sources 
of the money, for an overall total of 100,000 dollars. [Text] [SK110057

UNIFICATION COUNCIL APPOINTEES--In his capacity as chairman of the Advisory Council 
on peaceful unification policy, President Chon Tu-hwan today appointed 49 members 
to the council's steering committee and 3 subcommittee chairmen. The steering 
committee is composed of 13 vice chairmen, including first vice chairman 

Kim Chong-yol, and 36 members representing 11 cities and provinces and 5 provinces 
in the north, as well as economic, legal and religious circles. The standing 
committee has three subcommittees. Appointed to head subcommittees are: 

Cho Tok-song, editorial writer for the CHOSON ILBO, to head the unification 
policy subcommittee; Kim Chong-ha, president of Koryo Synthetic Fibers, to head 
the education and information subcommittee; and Ku Cha-kyong, chairman of ihe 
Lucky business group, to head the regional cooperation subcommittee. The 
steering committee is responsible for managing the advisory council and providing 
guidance in deciding on qualification standards and disciplinary action for 
council members.

SiX TO SEVEN PERCENT ECONOMIC GROWTH EXPECTED IN 1986] 
8K190120 Seoul YONHAP in English 0106 GwT 19 Jun 61 


[Text) Seoul, June 19 (YONHAP)=--The Korean economy ie expected to grow eix to 
seven percent this year, slightly over the originally projected five- to six- 
percent growth, Deputy Premier-Economic Planning Minister Sin Pyong-hyon said 
Friday. 


Briefing President Chon Tu-hwan on overall economic prospects for the second 
half of this year, the country's top economic policymaker based his expecta- 
tions on sustained export growth etemming chiefly from recovering price compe- 
titiveness, mounting investments and decreasing inventories. 


Commodi.y prices will rise by 9.5 percent in the second half of this year due 
to the increasing won-dollar exchange rate and "rationalization factors" in the 
wake of the general economic upturn, Sin, however, expressed confidence in 
holding price hikes down to 20 percent during this year. The Korean Government 
originally planned to keep price hikes down to 20 to 25 percent. 


The sustained export growth will considerably improve the country's trade 
balance. Because of the increasing foreign loan repayment burden, the balance 
of international payments’ deficit for the year will still be some 5.4 billion 
U.S. dollars, but that would be 100 million dollars less than originally 
projected, Sin said. 


The government will have to decrease the credit supply in the private sector in 
the second half of this year in order to maintain the originaily targeted 
25-percent rise in the total money supply. 


In past years, economic upsurges in Korea were led by the housing construction 
market. Exports are leading the general economic recovery this year, however. 


In view of the sharp contrast in the pattern of economic recovery, the 
government plans to reduce real estate acquisition and other taxes to boost 
the housing construction market, while taking measures to stabilize the prices 
of living units and provide more houses and apartments, Sin said. 


Commodity exports in the first five months of this year amounted to 8.2 billion 
won (12 million U.S. dollars), up 26.2 percent over the same period last year. 
Housing construction permits granted in the firet f-w months of this year, 
however, totaled 6.3 million square meters, down 33.7 percent from one year 
before, Sin said, emphasizing the need for pump-priming measures in the housing 
construction market.

CHON URGES MAXIMUM UTILIZATION OF MANPOWER RESOURCES 
SK180119 Seoul YONHAP in English 0105 GMT 18 Jun 61 


Text) Seoul, June 18 (YONHAP)--South Korean President Chon Tu-hwan Thursday 
emphasized the maximum utilization of the country's manpower resources and 
ecarce land in order to achieve sustained economic growth amid intensive 
international competition. 


Speaking at ceremonies marking “construction day" at Seoul's Sejong Cultural 
Center Hall, Chon pointed out that in the course of the country's economic 
development in the past decades, social overhead capital has not expanded as 
greatly as industrial production. 





"A balanced development of social overhead capital is very urgent and important 
to build a democratic welfare state and expand effectively the infrastructure 
of industrial production,” Chon said. 


Calling upon construction firme and persons engaging in construction projecte 
to take lead in the implementation of the second 10-year national land develop- 
ment plan starting next year, Chon urged them to realize their work is 
directly linked to the country's further economic construction and national 


development. 


The chief executive noted that makeshift and careless construction wastes 

resources and invites public distrust, and he called for the eradication of . 
such practices, terming them a major strumbling block to efforts to build a 
democratic welfare state. 


He also asked contractors to strive steadily to bring in advanced foreign 
technology in order to survive in the tough international competition. 


Looking overseas, Chon said that Korean builders should undertake only profitable 
projects, noting that the hasty acceptance of overseas orders amid severe 
competition could result in makeshift and careless construction degrading to 

the country's prestige.

ECONOMIC COOPERATION WITH ASEAN DESCRIBED 
$K180552 Seoul YONHAP in English 0255 GMT 18 Jun 61 


[Text) Seoul, 18 Jun (YONHAP)--Korea's economic cooperation with resource-rich 
members of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) is drawing especial 
attention in conjunction with Korean President Chon Tu-hwan's June 25-July 9 
trip to the five ASEAN member countries. 


Resource-poor Korea hae been heavily dependent on the ASEAN countries’ abundant 
natural resources to fuel ite export-oriented economy, and they have also 
emerged recently ase promising markets for Korea's construction and commodity 
exports. 


According to import etatistice released Wednesday by the Economic Planning 
Board (EPB), 98.9 percent of Korea's 1980 natural rubber imports came from 
ASEAN countries, 76 percent of ite timber, 100 percent of ite tin, 35 percent 
of its raw sugar, 99 percent of its vegetable ofl, 49 percent of its copper 
and 45 percent of its titanium. 


Such primary products accounted for more than 80 percent of Korea's total imports 
from ASEAN last year, the statistics showed. The $652 million worth of timber 
imports from Indonesia and Malaysia accounted for 44.1 percent of that total. 


Except for several raw materiale including raw cotton, rawhide, raw wool and 
mineral ore, Korea imported almost all ite required natural resources from the 
ASEAN countries, according to the EPB statistics. 


To overcome Korea's heavy dependence on importe ASEAN nations’ natural resources, 
Korea must diversify its import sources and to take part in developing resources 
to provide a smooth supplies, the statistics said. 


Korea's major exports to ASEAN countries are textiles, cement, machinery and 
equipment, iron and steel products, electric and electronics products and 
fertilizer, in which Korea faces severe competition from Japan, the European 
Economic Community, Taiwan and Hong Kong. 


Korea's imports from ASEAN countries rose from $166 million in 1971 to 
$1.48 billion in 1980, an average growth rate of 28 percent per year. In 1980, 
the same countries accounted for 6.6 percent of Korea's total imports. 

















During the same lO-year period, Korea's annual exporte to the five Asian 
countries increased from $29 million to $1.13 billion, an average growth rate 
of 50 percent a year. In 1980, ASEAN members accounted for 6.5 percent of 
Korea's total exports, the statistics revealed, 


Although Korean exporte to ASEAN countries have grown faster than ite imports 
from them, during the last 10 years Korea has incurred an overall trade deficit 
with the ASEAN countries as a group, and suffered a $347 million deficit last 
year, according to the EPB statistics. 


Since Korea first took part in an Indonesian forestation exploitation project in 
1968, the country's direct investment in ASEAN countries has expanded to cover 
the manufacturing, coal mining and trade industries.

As of June 1980, Korea's total direct investment in Asian countries amounted 
to $@ million, 25 percent of ite total direct investment overseas, and 21 percent 
of Japan's investment in the region, the statistics noted. 


As of the end of March 1981, Korea had won $124 million worth of construction 
contracts in ASEAN countries, or 3.8 percent of ite total overseas construction 
projects. There are some 40 construction projects now under way in ASEAN 
countries, the statistics said. 


Korea has concluded trade agreements with most ASEAN countries, and bilateral 
ministerial level conferences are regularly held to explore further avenues 
for closer economic cooperation. Private level bilateral economic cooperation 
committees have also been active, and in April 1979 a special committee 
comprised of business leaders from Korea and all five ASEAN countries was 
organized.

[Text] It te true that the present position of emall and medium businesses (SMB) is 
weak, but their contribution to economic growth is substantial. 


The relative weight of SMB in manufacturing and exporting ie very great. This means 
that SMB have done their part well and have recorded considerable achievements [even 


under various unfavorable conditions). 


According to government statistics, the total value of goods manufactured by SMB 
increased from 3.5 trillion won in 1976 to 6.7 trillion won in 19786. These figures, 
when compared to the total production of the mining and manufacturing industries, 
show an increase from 29.5 percent of the total output in 1976 to 32.3 percent in 


1978. 


Although the total production from SMB numbering more than 30,000 in the country 
exceeds 30 percent of the total output of the mining and manufacturing industries, 
it cannot be considered as an unexpectedly large proportion. On the other hand, 
ite relative weight should not be discounted. 


\t must be remembered that unlike that in big businesses, production in SMB, was 
achieved under various difficult conditions such as inferior labor productivity, 
unfavorable conditions of transaction and unstable operations. 


Furthermore, the amount of export goods manufactured by SMB increased from $4.62 
billion in 1978 to $5.55 billion last year [1980]. This year's goal is $7 billion. 


The proportion occupied by the products manufactured by SMB in our national exports 
was 31.7 percent last year. The goal for this year is 34.1 percent. 


In the plan to reach $50 billion of exports 1986, exports SMB occupy 35-40 
percent of the total. 7 ; a 


Thus, exporte by SMB have steadily increased even under difficult circumstances, and 
are expected to grow further. 


When we analyze the export records at SMB, [we realize that they are costlier) by 
their sales volume, than those of big businesses.

According to the SMB Promotion Corp, 4,931 companies, which comprise over 79 percent 
of all exporting companies, exported less than $1 million. Only 17 companies, a 
mere 0.7 percent of the total, exported more than §10 million each, 


This indicates that exporte by SMB are fruition from hard and diligent works on emall 
orders, which require guch effort with low financial returns. 


in contrast to the cases of big businesses in which tens of million of dollars are 
involved for each order, SMB played the role of planting Korea in the [hearts of} 
emall buyers, whom the big businesses chose to ignore. 


Compared to Taiwan, however, whose export conditions are similar to ours, we can 
etill criticize the share of our SMB products as being too emall. 


Of the $19.7 billion worth of goods exported last year by Taiwan, SMB products 
accounted for 60.4 percent. 


This is about twice the 30 percent share that our SMB products occupy in our total 
exports, 


To take the 1979 record as a point of comparison,21 companies in Korea exported more than 
$100 million each which accounted for 45.2 percent of the total amount of exports; 

in Taiwan, only four companies exceeded $100 million, accounting for a mere 3.5 
percent of the total. 


In Korea, 1,900 companies exported less than $1 million each, whereas there were 
more than 50,000 such companies in Taiwan. 


Judging by these statistics alone, it appears that SMB in Taiwan are much stronger 
in export competition than those in Korea. 


Although our exports of SMB products are less than those of Taiwan, we must realize 
that our SMB had to overcome tougher exporting conditions. 


According to data from the Economic Planning Board, the financial investment for 
SMB was only 4.4 percent. Compared to this, Japan had invested 19.6 percent. 


Also, financial support [for SMB) comprised 31.4 percent of all loans advanced by 
five commerical banks [in Korea], whereas it was 56.7 percent in Japan. 


Guaranteed loans for SMB were only 19.7 percent of the total (guaranteed) loans of 
3.7 trillion won. 


This means that most of the guaranteed loans earmarked for SMB went to companies 
other than SMB. 


Policy loans [those encouraged by the government] to SMB cannot be considered as a 
great favor because their interest rates are only 1.5 percent lower than commercial 
ones. 


Funds for Japanese SMB are subsidized by interest rates [substantially more favorable] 
than commercial ones. 
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In Japan, SMB loans are financed for 7 years with an annual interest rate of 9 percent. 
We cannot compare ours to theirs at all; ours are for 5 years at most and at an annual 
interest rate of 20-21 percent, 


Also, the Japanese loane for improving SMB are to be repaid in 12-16 years with an 
annual interest rate of 2.7 percent. Special low-interest loans in Korea must be 
repaid in 2-8 years with 18-19 percent annual interest. Loans for pollution prevention 
facilities carry no interest in Japan; they carry an 18-19 percent rate in Korea, 


On the tax side, too, SMB in Korea do not receive any special consideration compared 
to big businesses, whereas in developed countries SMB enjoy privileged support. In 
management and technical guidance, developed countries provide government subsidies 
or especial compensations; some even provide permanent staffs. 


These conspicuous policy differences toward SMB reflect the fact that the bases 
for the growth of SMB themselves are very different. 


These differences also force us to realize that contributions SMB have made to 
manufacturing and exporting in spite of adverse conditions and trying circumstances 
are great indeed, 


It is a policy problem that the total number of SMB, their employees and sales 
volume in proportion to the total manufacting industries have decreased since the 
mid-sixties. 


In other words, we should not ignore the fact that the position of SMB has been 
weakened by underestimating their role despite their substantial contributions to 
high [economic] growth during the last decade. 


We sincerely urge that a policy for financial support on the Japanese scale and for 
industrial support on export commensurate to that of Taiwan will be implemented through 
the fifth 5-year plan.

FOUR PROVINCES HIT WITH MOST SEVERE DROUGHT SINCE 1978

[Text] Four southern provinces--the Honam and Yongnam regions—-have been 
suffering from another prolonged drought thie year, the met severe since 1978. 


The government has entered into the second stage of ite programe to tide over 
the natural disaster with the establishment of the central anti-drought head- 
quarters and the national anti-drought measures council. 





The two temporary bodies are working on relevant measures, co) lecting informa- 
tion concerned from across the nation around the clock. 


As reported, the government has decided to execute an emergency fund of 
13.2 billion won for initial projects such as the development of agricultural 
water. 


As of the end of last month, the nationwide rainfall reached no more than 
214 millimeters, 104 millimeters lees than the annual average level. 


The four southern provinces in particular, where the lion's share of the country's 
major rice paddies are concentrated, have been hit even more seriously. 


Kyongsang-Pukto Province had only 148 millimeters of rainfall, 159 millimeters 
less than the annual average, and Kyongsang-Namdo and Chollanamdo have been 
hit to a similar extent. 


The nationwide water reserve rate, which marked over 95 percent last winter, 
has decreased to 71 percent, down 13 percent from the annual average of 84 per- 
cent, according to the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries [MAF]. 


In order to stave off the initially expected damage from low temperatures like 
those last year, the ministry has pursued the advancement of rice bed installa- 
tions by four or five days compared with last year, which has been aimed at 

the completion of transplanting rice seedlings by June 5. 








Satisfactory rice crops call for finishing rice seedling transplanting within 
45 daye after the setup of rice beds, according to the office of rural develop- 
ment. 


Every 10 daye thereafter result in a reduction of the rice crop by about 
10 percent, it explained. 


Cf 1,220,000 hectares of paddies across the country, some 932,000 hectares are 
relatively safe from drought as they have easy access to available water euch 
v@ reservoire and streams. 


O:1 the remaining 288,000 hectares, the drought impact on 146,000 hectares can 
be reduced with anti-drought measures which government authorities concerned 
are taking at present. 


However, 142,000 hectares depend totally on precipitation. This means that 
further protracted drought can badly affect their rice crops. 


With weathermen forecasting no substantial rainfall until early June on this 
peninsula, the MAF is going ahead with the second-stage programs requiring 
6.6 billion won from the national treasury, 2.8 billion won from municipal 
governments and 3.8 billion won from farmers. 


The programs include boring 13,000 places in etream beds and the development 
of approximately 20,000 makeshift field wells.

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WAGE EARNERS' INCOMES--Seoul, June 16 (YONHAP)--Korean urban wage earners' 
incomes have increased, but still lag behind rises in their expenditures, due 
to soaring commodity prices. An economic planning board report released Monday 
said that the a\ erage monthly income of an urban wage earner's household in 
the first three months of this year stood at 296,742 won (433 U.S. dollars) 
up 20.9 percent over the same period last year, while expendituros averaged 
248,618 won, a rise of 22.9 percent from one year earlier (one dollar is worth 
about 685 won). Urban wage earners' households thus registered an average 
surplus of 48,124 won in the monthly family budget during the first quarter, 
an ancrease of 16.8 percent over last year's surplus, ve. last year's 
18,.2-percent growth over 1979, according to the report. Except for non- 
consumable expenditures, the monthly average spending amounted to 238,007 won, 
up 22.8 percent over the like period last year. The largest portion of the 
expenditures (35.1 percent) went to electricity and heating, followed by 
miscellaneous expenses, including school costs (26.1 percent), housing 

(23.5 percent) and foodstuffs (22.1 percent). The ratio of food cost against 
the average urban household's other living costs, called Engel's coefficient, 
slid from 33.2 percent in the first quarter of last year to 33 percent this 
year, the report said.

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PRICES, WAGES INCREASE--Seoul, June 12 (YONHAP)--Commodity prices and wages in 
Korea increased far more during the past five years than those in Korea's major 
export competitors in Asita--Taiwan, Japan, Hong Kong and Singapore--posing a 
major threat to the country's export competitiveness. A Korean Traders Associa- 
tion (KTA) report released Friday said that Korea's domestic prices increased 
by an annual average of 17.6 percent during the period of 1975-80, compared 
with Taiwan's 8.0 percent, Hong Kong's 8.4 percent, Singapore's 9.2 percent 
and Japan's 5.7 percent. In 1980 alone, Korea's domestic prices jumped

COLLEGE GRADUATION QUOTA SYSTEM ASSESSED 
Seoul TONGA ILBO in Korean 16 Jun 81 p 9, Seoul U.S. Embassy translation 
[Article by reporter 0 Kyong-t'aek] 


[Text] The nation's college and universities have finalized and announced methods 
of dismissing an excess number of students under the graduation quota system. 
Thus, freshmen who are subject to the application of this system now keenly feel 
the reality of this quota system. 


The Seoul National University has decided to expel 20 percent of the excess 

number by the end of their second year. The Korea, Yonsei, and Sogang Universities 
have decided to dismiss 18 percent of their respective excess number. Most colleges 
and universities have adopted their school regulations specifically prescribing 

the timing and the ratio of students to be dismissed, and obtained approval from 
the Ministry of Education. 


The graduation quota system is the most serious anguish felt among colleges and 
universities today, according to a university official. There were words persis- 
tently circulated on the campuses, casting doubts over the feasibility of the quota 
system: "I wonder whether the graduation quota system can really be put into force 
at all; it might probably end in smoke." Against this, the Ministry of Education 
has kept stressing that the system "will never be scrapped, nor will it be changed." 


The newly adopted school regulations provide that any student who has received 
warnings twice or thrice is supposed to be expelled from school. The sensitive 
reaction to this quota system appeared from the time of the last enrollment 
examinations. As the Ministry has already disclosed, one of the chief causes 

to the unbelievable, disestrous shortages of aspirants in the enrollment examina- 
tions at the very last moment was this graduation quota systen. 


In the past, students could graduate from their colleges even after reasonably 
absenting themselves from school. This way of thinking is, of course, unaccep- 
table. Yet, the fact is that even at colleges for the education of the whole 
man, students are engrossed in the cramming-type of study and turning into grinds 
who would buy some low-quality reference books for cramming. Such a fact cannot 
but be a great threat to our college education. 
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The graduation quota system does not necessarily have such negative aspects only. 
From dawn to late in the evening, college libraries are crowded; and a considerable 
part of the students are made up by freshmen. In view of such, there is no 
denying that the system has played a great role of creating the climate favorable 
for study. Anyhow, students must discard the past way of thinking that once 
enrolled, a student can be graduated from the college one way or another. 

Students nowadays seem to be under an obsession that they must escape the 
dismissal and dropouts by all means. 


With the enforcement of the graduation quota system, the college doors have been 
opened widely, relaxing the question of repeaters to some extent. College 
authorities, however, say that they wonder whether the campuses have not come to 
face an even more serious problem with the graduation quota systen. 


Under this system, professors are not taken by students as respectable teachers, 
but are likely to be seen as coldhearted judges who determine their whole future 
life, This can only be a tragedy, they say. 


Every college has strengthened the conditions for issuance of warnings against 
students, in order to dismiss trom school some students with poor scholastic marks. 
But should the number of students remaining after the dismissal of many such 
students be still in excese of the graduation quota, some more students have 

to be dismissed even though they might have good scholarly attainments. This is 
the great anguish felt above all. This is the reason why they complain about the 
system. "The essential qualities of education are to guide well and upgrade 
students who may be slow in study. Could it be proper education to compulsorily 
cut off a certain number of students?" 


The basic position of the government is to put into force the graduation quota 
system by all means, in order to improve the quality of college ecucation. In 
other words, the government says that the time has come to do away with the past 
way of college education--to let students earn some reasonable school credits 
and be graduated after a series of suspensions of lectures or campus closures 
for chronic student demonstrations. 


In the case of some colleges, they had admitted many irregular students in a 
number even larger than the authorized number, only to increase the school income 
from various school charges, and graduated them with diplomas. Such a climate for 
irresponsible college education must be put to an end, the government says. 


The government is also aware of the fact that the system has some problems, but 
its position now is to stick to the principle and forcefully push ahead with the 
plan. 


The greatest problem ahead of this system is how to deal with the future dropouts. 
This problem will lead to a social issue, which is even more serious than the 
repeaters’ problems, unless this is settled properly. In particular, some 
consideration should be given to enabling dropouts to make their debut in society 
not as dropouts but as students who have completed a certain period of education. 
Otherwise, those dropouts will turn into a great factor for social and political 
unrest in the future. 
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In the employment policy, some favorable climate must be created to give them jobs, 
while providing adequate treatment to them. It should be made possible for them 
to continue their study and to have some opportunities to restore the personal 
standing of college graduates. 


The present social climate--that only college graduates alone can be acceptable 

to conduct themselves in the society--must be changed. In the case of the U.S., 
the natural decrease in college students reprtedly reaches 60 percent. The 

number of college students has been declining not because of the compulsory 
dismissal under the graduation quota system like ours, but because of an increasing 
number of volunteers to leave school for their own jobs. So much, in the U.S., 

the social condition is ripe enough to admit dropouts into society in a natural 
fashion. 


Such a climate and social policy cannot be realized overnight in Korea. Accordingly, 
the present graduation quota system will have to be retouched and polished again 
and again. 


Under the present system, all colleges and universities are allowed to admit 
students 30 percent more and are required to expel that 30 percent. This is the 
biggest problem now. The government authorities must keep in mind that the 
original intent of a new system is bound to become turbid, however good it may 
have been originally, if chere should be many troublous side-effects in the course 
of enforcement.

Sin Pyong-hyon Thureday told visiting West German Federal Minister of Economics 
Otto Lambedorff that Seoul wante Bonn to extend capital and technical assistance 
for ite fifth five-year economic and social development plan, to start next year. 


According to ministry sources, Sin made the remarks when he met with the German 
minister, here on a two-day visit at his Korean counterpart's invitation. 


Sin was quoted as saying that the Korean economy is in a real position this year 
to recover from last year's protracted recession, and calling for a West German 
effort to ease European economic community import restrictions against Korean 
products. 


Lambedorff reportedly urged Korea and Japan to take one step forward in import 
liberalization, indicating that the two countries’ import barriers aimed at 
protecting their domestic industries would only result in weakening their 
international competitive power. 


The visitor also asked the Seoul Government to enable West Germany's draft work 
union to participate in the construction of Korean nuclear power plants, the 
sources said. 


At the same time, Lambedorff asked Seoul to help Siemens, another German company 
operating in Seoul in technical tieups with Korea's Gold Star Tele-Electric Co., 
to make available its sophisticated electronic technology. 


Sin was quoted as saying in reply that Seoul had recently taken another mjor 
measure to liberalize imports, raising its free import rate from 69.4 percent 
at last year's end to 75 percent. 


Korea is open to any foreign companies wishing to do business if they are 
competitive in pricing and technology, Sin said, according to the sources.

So the sound of musical instruments and singing in the shaft wae never ending and 
the mine workers began to live and work, brimming over with vitality and optimises. 


On the foundation of thie kind of experience, the primary level shaft committee 
encouraged the mine functionaries, in fulfilling the technological revolution too, 
to achieve conspicuous results in each problem, one by one, beginning with the 
immediate problems confronted.

SECOND NONALIGNED FOOD MEETING ADOPTS REPORT 
SK131755 Pyongyang KCNA in English 1515 GMT 13 Jun 81 


(Text) Pyongyang June 13 (KCNA)--The second meeting of coordinators of non- 
aligned countries for food and agriculture which was held in Pyongyang, the 
capital of the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, from June 10 to 12, 
adopted the following report upon successful conclusion of the debate on its 
agenda items: 





Report of the second meeting of coordinators of nonaligned countries for food 
and agriculture Pyongyang, June 10-12, 1981. 


1. The second meeting of coordinators of non-aligned countries for food and 
agriculture was held in Pyongyang, the capital of the Democratic Peoples 
Republic of Korea from the 10th to the 12th of June, 1981. 





2. The meeting was attended by representatives of 9 coordinators: Bangladesh, 
DPR of Korea, Guinea, India, Mozambique, Sri Lanka, the Sudan, Tanzania and 
Yugoslavia; 8 interested non-aligned countries: Cuba, Egypt, Guyana, Pakistan, 
P.L.O., Syria, Togo and Viet Nam and the representative of FAO (Annex 1). 


3. The meeting was opened by Mr. Radojicic Luka, representative of the chairing 
country of the first meeting of nonaligned countries for food and agriculture. 


4. The opening session was addressed by Mr. So Kwan-hui, vice-premier of the 
Administration Council and chairman of the Agricultural Commission of the 
Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea. 


5. Warning against the gravity of the food situation in some developing countries 
and against the possible economic and political consequences of their increasing 
food dependence on other countries, he stressed the need for further expanding 
and strengthening mutual cooperation among the non-aligned and other developing 
countries to attain self-sufficiency in food, on the basis of wnity, solidarity 
and mutual assistance and following the strategy of individual and collective 
self-reliance. 


6. He conveyed the best wishes of the government of the Democratic Peoples 
Republic of Korea for the success of the meeting, hoping that it would recommend 
practical measures, in the field of mutual cooperation, for rapidly increasing 
food production in compliance with the recommendations of the fifth and sixth 
summit conferences of the nonaligned countries and those of the first meeting of 
coordinators in Belgrade. 
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7, At the opening session of the meeting, Mr. Cristobal Colom Alemany, head 
of the Cuban delegation, spoke on behalf of his country which occupies the 
chairmanship of the non-aligned movement at present. In his epeech, Mr. Colom 
greeted the meeting and atressed the importance of the documents adopted at 
the different conferences of the movement and how these represent a good basis 
for the achievement of cooperation in the field of food and agriculture. 


8. Mr. Choe Suehon (DPR of Korea) was elected chairman, Mrim Iqbal Hussain 
Choudhury (Bangladesh) was elected vice-chairman and Mr. Daniel Sousa 
(Mozambique) was elected rapporteur of the meeting. 


9. The delegates observed one minute eilence in the memory of the late 
president of the Peoples Republic of Bangladesh, H. E. Ziaur Rahman, 


10, The meeting adopted the agenda (Annex 2). 
Conclusions and Recommendations 
A. General Remarks 


ll. The meeting expressed concern over the fact that, far from improving, 
the food and agricultural situation in the nonaligned and other developing 
countries becomes worse and worse, 


12. Food production growth continues to lag behind the minimum target of 
4 per cent annual growth rate adopted at the Colombo summit conference and 
the world food conference; at the same time the per capita production is 
going down in many non-aligned and other developing countries. 


13. The developing world, which formerly used to export its agricultural 
output, now imports large quantities of grain. Food dependence of the 
developing countries on developed countries is increasing to such an extent 
that it may have serious economic and political consequences. 


14. The meeting pointed out that the targets and objectives internationally 
agreed upon to assist the developing countries were not implemented due to 
the lack of political will on the part of some developed countries. 


15. The meeting expressed its energetic condemnation of the attempts of some 
developed countries to use food as a political and economic weapon against non- 
aligned and other developing countries. 


16. The meeting reaffirmed that the main way in which the non-aligned and other 
developing countries may solve their precarious food situation is by rapidly 
increasing their own food production. 


17. The meeting particularly stressed the fact that for these countries, 
self-sufficiency in food is a key factor in consolidating economic self-support, 
securing political independence and firmly maintaining their sovereignty and 
non-aligned policy in international relations.

18, The meeting reaffirmed the need for the non-aligned and other developing 
countries to further intensify concerted action in their efforts to establish 
a new international economic order with special reference to food and 
agriculture, 


19, The meeting noted the increasing dynamiem of the activities of the 
coordinators for food and agriculture; thus, the first meeting of coordinators 
for food and agriculture was convened in compliance with the decision of the 
sixth summit conference of the non-aligned countries which urged the coordinators 
to take steps towards carrying out the decisions of the preceding summit con- 
ference, related to food and agriculture, 


20, The meeting pointed out with satisfaction that: 


A) The first meeting of coordinators for food and agriculture held in Belgrade 
between July 7-9, 1980 had reached an agreement on the areas of mutual coopera- 
tion, on the ways and means to promote it in the field of food and agriculture 
as well as on the need to convene a meeting of experts of the coordinators on 
creating a system of food security. 


B) The meeting was duly held in Rome, between January 20-22, 1981, and it 
discussed proposals for various joint ventures aimed at encouraging food 
production, at the same time creating the ground for their implementation. 


C) The foreign ministers conference of the nonaligned countries held in New Delhi 
between February 9-13, 1981, decided to take all necessary measures to step up 
food and agricultural production, to implement the conclusions and recommenda- 
tions of the first meeting of the coordinators, to examine in detail the proposals 
included in the report of the meeting of the experts of coordinators on food 
security then, at the earliest possible date, to submit them to the co-ordinating 
bureau for examination; finally it was also decided to hold a symposium on in- 
creasing food and agricultural production in Pyongyang at the end of August, 1981. 


The meeting fully endorsed the conclusions reached at the high level conference 
on economic cooperation among developing countries, held in Caracas, Venezuela, 
13-18 May, 1981, especially in the field of food and agriculture and stressed 
the need to work together for the implementation of these conclusions. 


21. The meeting, however, admitted that the activity of the coordinators since 
the first meeting of coordinators for food and agriculture is still in infancy. 


Accordingly it is urgent that they take effective measures to increase food and 
agricultural production and attain self-sufficiency in food by encouraging and 
supporting all initiatives aimed at implementing already adopted decisions and 
recommendations. 


22. The meeting emphasized the importance for all non-aligned and other 
developing countries to mobilize and utilize their potential and possibilities, 
in the spirit of self-reliance and with a view to achieving self-sufficiency 
in food. 
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23, The meeting laid emphasis on the need to encourage and develop cooperation 
among the nonealigned and other developing countries with a view to contributing 
to national efforts for self-aufficiency in food and making collective progress. 
lt pointed out that actions of cooperation should be promoted, inter alia, along 
the following lines: 


A) broad participation of countries in joint ventures on the basis of the 
principle of complementarity, through a steady exchange of resources, tech- 
nological know-how or financial means, in accordance with the possibilities of 
each country, 


B) Encourage both traditional and new forms of cooperation, on the basis of 
mutual advantage and assistance. 


In particular, the non-aligned countries with technical and financial capabilities 
within the non-aligned movement should adopt special measures, in the epirit of 
cooperation, and help other countries to achieve food and agricultural self- 
sufficiency. 


C) Direct priority efforts of mutual cooperation towards consolidating the 
material and technical base for a rapid increase in food production with 
special reference to fertilizers, agricultural machinery, improvement of 
irrigation, development of pastures and fodder, control of drought, dedosifica- 
tion and salinity and water-logging, agricultural science and technology and 
training of agricultural technical personnel. 


B. Recommendations in Specific Fields of Cooperation 

1. Technical and Scientific Cooperation 

24, On this item, the meeting made the following recommendations: 

A) Efficient action must be taken so that the already considerable high- 
quality scientific and technological knowledge of some non-aligned countries 
could be shared by other non-aligned and developing countries in a rapid and 
creative way. 

In this respect, bilateral cooperation should be stepped up and preliminary 
studies be conducted for a survey on the need to create new regional centres 


of research and dissemination of agricultural knowledge. 


This matter should be looked into by a specialized group of experts who would 
then, make the necessary recommendations. 


B) The exchange of plant and animal material of high genetic value for the 
growth of agricultural production should be intensified. 


In the future this must be the object of analysis by specialists with a view to 
setting the norms of plant and animal protection for each country and region. 
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C) Cooperation should not be confined to crop production; taking into account 
the great importance of proteins in man's food, cooperation in the field of 
animal production, particularly in that of meat and milk, should be intensified, 


2. Irrigation 


25. Reaffirming that one of the priority areas of cooperation is the rational 
use of land and water resources, including irrigation, the meeting emphasized 
the need for active measures aimed at introducing irrigation systems, utilizing 
rivers and preventing damage caused by drought and floods. 


26. In this connection the meeting agreed to convene a meeting of experts in 
irrigation to deal with problems of water resources and drought with a view to 
working out proposals for joint ventures and cooperative actions aimed at the 
rational use of land and water resources. 


27. The irrigation experts will make reasonable and practical proposals for: 
A) Exploration for possibilities of harnessing and developing water resources; 


B) The framework, forms and ways or primary cooperation in the field of 
irrigation; 


C) Cooperative measures to lay down the material and technological foundations 
which will make it possible for every country to utilize its land and water 
resources, including irrigation water, by its own means; 


D) The exchange and training of irrigation technicians and experts as well as 
cooperation in the dissemination of experience and technology; 


E) The possible creation of a mechanism that will coordinate the drawing-up 
and implementation of plans for cooperative action in the field of irrigation. 


F) The suggestion of measures to increase productivity in the drought affected 
areas by improving the water and moisture resources of the soil. 


3. Cooperation Relating to Agricultural Inputs 


Agricultural Equipment 


28. While recognizing the complexity of problems raised by the mechanization 
of agriculture in each country, the meeting considers that: 


A) It is necessary to undertake a study on the possibilities and prospects 

of manufacturing agricultural equipment in various non-aligned countries as a 
first step towards establishing diverse forms of complementarity in the produc- 
tion of these important inputs; 


B) It is for the desirable that capable countries extend in form of aid interest- 
free loans, equipment of experience needed to enable the countries to establish 
their own manufacture of agricultural equipment; 
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C) It is important to exchange available technical information on the use 
of simple yet efficient agricultural implementa for peasant farming; 


D) It is desirable now to consider the strategic importance of such agricul- 
tural production technology that will decrease the consumption of oil-derived 
agricultural inputs. 


Fertilizers 


29. Given the growing importance of the utilization of fertilizers in agriculture, 
the meeting recommended: 





A) The exchange and development of scientific and technical knowledge leading 
to a rational utilization of chemical fertilizers, the growing utilization of 
organic fertilizers, and the adoption of integrated agricultural systems to 
improve soil fertility. 


B) The implementation of coordinated activities of the non-aligned countries 
particularly through the FAO agencies with the purpose of persuading the 
fertilizer producing countries to limit the increase of fertilizer prices. 


C) The completion of joint ventures for the fertilizer production between the 
countries which possess resources (know-how and raw materials) and fertilizer- 
consuming countries in order to guarantee an ever greater independence from the 
developed countries. 


D) It is essential that countries should encourage and promote the use of non- 
chemical fertilizers, particularly bio-mass fertilizers and nitrogen fixing 
legumes. 


Training of Technical Personnel 
3%. This is a problem to which the meeting paid great attention. 


31. Indeed, it was stressed that agricultural production could not be increased 
unless every country had technical personnel in appropriate numbers and possessed 
the required skills in each stage of its development. 


32. Therefore, the meeting recommended that bilateral cooperation in training 
should be intensified. It also noted that the countries which have resources 
in training should increase the number of courses of study and scholarships 
for the non-aligned and other developing countries. 


The meeting recommended that capable countries offer technical assistance in the 
form of aid or equipment to national institutions of other countries to enable 
them to carry out their mission in training. 


33. Moreover, the meeting recommended that ways of intensifying cooperation 
in this field including the setting up of joint higher education institutions, 
be explored in the future on the basis of a more exact assessment of the needs 
and possibilities of cooperation existing in the various countries.

Survey of the Fields of Cooperation of Non-aligned Countries in Agriculture 


“4%, The meeting considered that it was important either for the short-term 
cooperation or for the cooperation covering a longer period to take steps aimed 
at drawing a more precise inventory of the needs and possibilities of coopera- 
tion among the different countries that make up the non-aligned movement and 
other developing countries, 


35, For this purpose the recommendation was made at this meeting of coordinators 
to draft a questionnaire concerning the needs and possibilities of cooperation in 
different fields defined as early as the first meeting of coordinators, 


This questionnaire will be sent by diplomatic channels to different countries 
of the movement and to other developing countries (Annex 3), 


The answers of the countries wil)! e to be analysed by a committee of experts 
who will draw the conclusions and recommendations which will become the basis 
of a future debate on cooperation at the third meeting of coordinators. 


Food Security 


36, The meeting was informed about the progress made in this field, in particular 
about the study by experts of coordinators of non-aligned countries for food 

and agriculture, of the establishment of a food security system (including 
institutions), and about the arrangements and proposals made at the meeting of 
experts held in Rome, on 20-22, January 1981. 


37. The meeting expressed the hope that the conclusions of the meeting of 
experts be sent to the coordinating bureau so that they should be the subject 
of analysis and decision at the next summit conference. 


38. The meeting also deemed it important to have exchanges of experience in 
organizing national systems of distribution of agricuitural products and inputs, 
in particular seeds, fertilizers and pesticides, taking into account the 
importance of operative systems guaranteeing food security. 


Coordination of Positions at International Organisations and Meetings on Food 
and Agriculture 


39. The meeting noted that all coordinated action and common stands of the 
non-aligned countries at international meetings on food and agriculture will 
be true measures of strengthening the unity of the movement and of determining 
international organisations to provide more efficient assistance for the 
development of agriculture in non-aligned and other developing countries, 


40-42, The meeting noted with appreciation that the Group of 77 had been very 
active in preparing the common position of developing countries for all 

important international meetings. The coordinators urged all non-aligned countries 
to be increasingly active in the Group of 77 and to demonstrate full unity in 
promoting the common position in various international meetings and negotiations. 
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The meeting recommended that the coordinators could meet on informal basis in 
Rome, in open meetings, occasionally, in order to secure monitoring and 
follow-up actions in the implementation of the conclusions and recommendations 
at this, and of the previous meeting of coordinators of non-aligned countries 
on food and agriculture, 


C. Next Meetings 


43, The meeting agreed to convene the third meeting of coordinators of non-aligned 
countries for food and agriculture in July 1982, 


44, The suggestion of the United Republic of Tanzania to be the host of the 
third meeting was welcomed, 


45. The m. ing mandated the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea to take 
necessary measures for convening a meeting of the irrigation experts of 
coordinators, including the appointment of its date and venue in consultation 
with the coordinators. 


46, The meeting may be attended by the experts of other interested non-aligned 
countries. 


47. Having been informed of the preparations for the symposium of the non-aligned 
and other developing countries on increasing food and agricultural production 

to be held in Pyongyang at the end of August, 1981 in accordance with the decision 
of the New Delhi foreign ministers conference, the meeting noted the successful 
progress of the preparations and expressed best wishes for the fruitful work of 
the symposium. 


Final Remarks 


48. The government of the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, as the host of 
the second meeting of coordinators for food and agriculture, agreed to send, 
through the coordinating bureau of non-aligned countries in New York, the report 
and recommendations of this meeting to all the non-aligned countries. 


49, The delegates expressed their gratitude and appreciation to the great 
people and the government of the host country, particularly to the great leader 
Comrade Kim Il-song, general secretary of the Central Committee of the Workers 
Party of Korea and president of the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, for 
the hospitality and the excellent services rendered to them, which helped and 
contributed fully and effectively to the success of the second meeting of 
coordinators of non-aligned countries for food and agriculture held in 
Pyongyang, 10-12, June 1981.
